This will be the first time In this

over Loyola in an exhibition game at 
the first of the season. The garni? 
U'-nlght will, however, be a hard- 
fought contest, as the champions of 
iost year are still going strong, and 
can be counted upon to put up a stiff 
argument. Loyola has the advantage 
of having played several game* In 
connection with a trip to the States, 
and should be in excellent working 
condition. They have also the advan- 
tage over McGill in that the Univer- 
sity men suffered the loss ôf their 
skates in the Arena fire, and will 
therefore tfe obliged to play with new 
outfits. McGill, on the other hand, 
rendered confident, since their former 
victory over Loyola, are looking for- 
ward to carrying off the honours to- 
night.

Another McGill man, this time a 
former Dally editor, has returned from 
France, and as might have been ex- 
pected, has particularly distinguished 
himself at the front. Capt. James 
Lalanne, M.C., was a member of Arts 
'17, and while at college was an en- 
thusiastic member of the C.O.T.C. 
He held a sergeant's stripes while In 
the Battalion, but enlisted for over- 
seas service as a private in the Sec-, 
ond Universities Company. Before 
leaving Canada, however, he was 
granted his corporal's stripes. 

It was with .the. greatest difficulty 
that any Information whatever was 
received, and the. Dally experts were 
taxed to their utmost. In fact, we 
must admit that most of our informa- 
tion comes from other than personal 
sources. 

It was at the Passchendaele fight, 
which took place on October 30th last, 
that Capt. Lalanne received the 
wound which sent him back to Caiir 
ada to recuperate. Besides being 
wounded he suffered from the ef- 
fects of gas. He was out on a re- 
connalsance, very near to the Ger- 
man trenches, when he was hit. 

Lieut. J. J. Harold, Arts '16, and 
Terry Hall, Scl. '17, were In the same 
company with him at the time. The 
former was also .wounded, while Hall 
was killed. Capt-, Lalanne won his 
Military Cross whllo on dangerous 
scouting duty. He is now with the 
5th. Mounted Rifles. 

While overseas he met- many other 
McGill men, including Geo. Bourke and 
T. W. L. McDermott. Geo. Bourke is 
now sergeant-major of the McOill 
Siege Artillery Draft, which left Can- 
ada last spring. McDermott enlisted 
as a gunner In the original McGill 
Battery with Captain Cyrus MacMU- 
lan. 

Captain Lalanne eulogizes the work 
of L. C. Montgomery, who also re- 
ceived the Military Cross a short 
time ago. 

Besides being wounded at Paasch- 
endaele, he was wounded at the 
Somme after being In action for not 
more than five minutes, and has taken 
part in most of the battles which 
were fought during his stay In France. 



ARTS '18 MAN IN SWITZERLAND. 



Pte. Spencer R. Symonds, Arts '18, 
Is officially reported transferred to 
Switzerland, for repatriation. • Pto. 
Symonds enlisted in the First Univer- 
sities Company soon after the out- 
break of the war, and was taken 
prisoner at the battle of Sanctuary 
Wood, In 1916, having rerpalned in 
German hands since. While at Mc- 
Gill he was 'a prominent member of 
Arts '18, and was a member of the 
staff of McGill Dolly.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. — In a very in- 
teresting and hard-fought game the 
University of Pittsburgh varsity bas- 
ketball team defeated the Yale var- 
sity here -on Tuesday evening by a 
score of 39 to 33. IT was the second 
defeat that Yale five had met with In 
ttis city, Carnegie Technology hav- 
ing won 'from the Ells on Monday 
e\ enlng 35 - to 32. 

Yale fought hard battles in both 
contests, but the Blue lacked In 
team work, which is not surprising 
considering the fact that the ÈH 
players are working together for the 
first season, all the veterans of the 
1917 team now being in war work. 
But for the "splendid Individual work 
of Van Slyck and Shedd, the two Ell 
forwards, the Blue would have lost 
both games by a much wider margin.

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TURN OUT TO-NIGHT ! 



As stated in another column of to-day's Daily, the senior hockey 
team will to-night meet Loyola in what must prove a highly excit- 
ing and important match. The play of the Red and White team, to 
judge from the first games of the season, will be of the very high- 
est class; the men will no doubt put their whole energy into the 
contest;, the question as to whether they will win or not will almost 
certainly be decided by the kind of support they will receive from 
the students of the college they represent. ' 

If, as in the case of so many similar games in past years, a mere 
handful of "rooters" is on hand to cheer the team on, and these are 
overwhelmingly outnumbered by the supporters of the opposing 
team, the hockey players who are giving their best efforts towards 
landing the championship for McGill will have every reason, in the 
event of a defeat, to blame the students for their ill-success. In 
the vast majority of such cases, the cause of the disaster is the lack 
of proper spirit shown by the men who, beVig unable to help the 
University to victory by their efforts on the ice, should be only too 
ready and willing to turn out in support of those who are able to 
do so. 

As is well known to all who have made any attempt to follow 
the, latest events in the Avorld of sports, the team representing Mc- 
Gill has this year suffered from the same ill-luck as inaugurated 
last season. The loss of their entire outfit in the recent Arena fire 
was a severe handicap indeed, and is especially to be reckoned in 
view of the fact that the Loyola men have preserved theirs intact. 
Nevertheless, wc may be sure that the team will be only spurred on 
by their misfortune to greater efforts. 

Were the Red and White liuc-up of such poor quality as to en 
sure their ending up the season in last place, the fault of those who 
refuse them proper support might possibly be condoned, although 
not excused, for any college team that docs its best is worthy of the 
full support of the undergraduates. But as it is, the MeGill men 
Btand the best of chances of carrying off the honours in (he City 
League this year, and so are doubly deserving of the cheers of every 
man who calls himself an undergraduate of McGill University. 

KEEPING IN SHAPE. 



Now that the regular C. O. T. C. programme for the present 
session is practically completed, the question of choosing a suitable 
occupation for the time wc have been spending in military exer- 
cises naturally enters into our thoughts. During the past three 
months the majority of students have been taking very little physi- 
cal exercise apart from the compulsory military drill, and the ten- 
dency is sure to be towards spending the extra time now put on our 
hands in more lucrative, but less healthy pursuits. 

Men who are habitually engaged in mental work as a rule do 
not take much pleasure in the more strenuous outdoor exercises. 
Then we hear of soldiers at the front spending their spare time in 
playing football, while those avIio spend every day of the'week in 
an office become habitues of the picture shows. We do not wish to 
express an unfavourable opinion of the theatre. An occasional 
evening spent at the "movies" does no one any harm, and is a splen- 
did way of diverting our attention from a troublesome problem, and 
resting a tired brain. The fault lies in allowing this to become our 
only form of recreation. 

Nearly every student will admit the value of spending a few 
hours a week in physical exercise, yet they are not exceptions to the 
general rule just given. 

Those who are wise will not substitute indoor pleasures for the 
healthy exercise obtained through a membership in McGill 's regi- 
ment. For a time skating and hockey will afford recreative oppor- 
tunities for the student. Later on gymnasium work would no doubt 
be found most beneficial. But while hockey and gymnasium work 
arc good enough as substitutes, there is no reason why any substi- 
tute should be necessary. We understand that an "A" certificate 
class will be organized by the C. O. T. C. authorities, which will 
"carry on" for the remainder of the season. No one who is not 
prepared for hard and serious work should consider joining this 
class, but for those who possess a love of exercise, combined with a 
patriotic feeling 'of military duty, there will be no question about 
taking advantage of the opportunities offered by the Officers' 
Training Corps. For those who persevere in this course a lieuten- 
ant's certificate will be the just reward of their labour.

Hav- 
ing finally exhausted this topic of 
conversation, vie determined to re- 
tneve our injured fortunes by secur- 
ing a seat within the aristocratic at- 
mosphere of the first class car. Af- 
ter several vain and humiliating ef- 
forts we eventually attained to our 
hearts' desire, and settling back Into 
the comfortable seat, considered that 
our trials and tribulations were over. 

After a few minutes of silent en- 
joyment of my re-established fortunes 
I suddenly remembered the incident

ARE DOING. 
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Maude Radford Warren says: 
"In a sense, every woman In France 
Is a nurse and a mother to the sol- 
diers. In Paris, the- Gare 'du Nord is 
the railway station to^ which the 
French soldiers' come on their fur- 
lough*, und from which they pays 
back to the front. Early In the war, 
Madame Courcol, 'aï 'brilliant and 
charming Parisienne, who was doing 
canteen work In- the Gare du^ Nord, 
realized that .the Gare had no place 
where the soldiers could, really rest. 
'Figure it, Madame!' she exclaimed, 
her great brown eyes- flashing; 'these 
poor boys enter Paris at all hours of 
tho day and night, some of them 
having to wait several hours In the 
meantime with no place to go. And 
so I talked and begged. The railroaa 
authorities gave me a large boise- 
ment room here. In the Gare, and my 
friends did the rest. Seventy-ftye 
beds, Madame, and it Is rare, indeed, 
that one is vacant, and only too often 
the men aro sleeping on tho table. My 
enterprise lives from hand to mouth, 
from day to day.' 

"And who, standing In that dim 
room, looking at the sleoplng men, 
would not be glad to give? There they 
He, those blue figures, with their pale, 
wbrn faces, their' great packs beside 
them, the heroes who are paving 
France — and us. Suoh weary, brave 
faces, such sudden smiles when they 
awake! And Madame Courcol moves 
among them, dressed In white; hand- 
some, vigorous, motherly; she puts a 
hand on this man's shoulder; pats 
the oheeks of that one, sweeps them 
smilingly wherever she wants them to 
do— and they adore her. "When the 
long, long train steams out slowly, 
taking the men back to tho front, 
they lean out of the windows and 
oheer and wave; brave follows that 
they are! There are none of their 
wives or mothers or .sweethcaru cn 
tho platform; that would bo too hard 
to be borne. There are a few' Am- 
erican girls from the American . Funa 
for French "Wounded, with good-by 
gifts of comfort-bags; and there Is 
Madame Courcol. Many and many a 
homesick boy, who' can only get to 
Paris on leave, not to his own far 
province, carries vaway the memory 
of her as the best thing he can take 
back to the front. Many a man 
watohes that white* figure on the plat- 
form until It is only a little white 
dot. As long as any soldier can pos- 
sibly see her Madam Courcol waves 
and smiles. When the train is out 'of 
sight, she weeps." — Woman's Home 
Companion.
